COPS (1989-present, Fox) COPS 
creator John Langley wasn’t the 
first person to bring cinema vérité 
to network TV, but he was the first 
to popularize it. When the show— 
which still averages 5.1 million view- 
ers—debuted in 1989, audiences had 
never seen anything like it. Was its 
depiction of everything from DUls to 
coke busts “absolutely captivating,” 
as one critic put it, or was it exploit- 
ative? The debate let Langley know 
he'd succeeded in presenting police 
work from a raw point of view. The 
series’ success helped put fledgling 
Fox on the map and showed other 
networks that viewers like to watch 
real people in dangerous situations. 
“People say I'm the father of reality 
TV. | refuse to take credit for some 
of the bastards that followed,” 
Langley jokes. Here's a brief study 
of some of the series COPS begat. 


TRAUMA: LIFE IN THE E.R. 
(1996-2002, TLC) 

COPS can be tough to watch; 

the reality of what doctors and 
nurses face in trauma centers is 
excruciating.

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The Voice put her back on top?

’ HITTING THE HIGHEST of high notes is 
: ~ important to a diva’s career, to be sure. But 
inet as inevitable? Hitting the lowest of the lows. Britney 
Spears, Mariah Carey, Whitney Houston—they’ve all fallen 
from grace, and then embarked on the very public (and 
often personally painful) journey to redemption. It’s in this 
precarious stage of the diva life cycle that big-voiced 
“Beautiful” singer Christina Aguilera currently resides. 
Just last week, on March 1, the 30-year-old pop star was 
detained at a West Hollywood police station on suspicion 
of public intoxication. (She was in the passenger seat when 
her boyfriend, Matthew Rutler, 25, was pulled over and 
arrested for driving under the influence.) The incident 
might have been brushed aside had it not followed the 
most tumultuous period in Aguilera’s career and private

life. In the past year alone, the singer has: released a much- 
anticipated but low-selling studio album, Bionic; filed 
for divorce from her husband of five years, marketing 
executive Jordan Bratman; starred in the critically panned 
movie musical Burlesque; screwed up the lyrics to the 
national anthem at the Super Bowl; and taken a much- 
discussed tumble during the opening number at the 
Grammys. (‘That’s not to mention all the reports about 
her allegedly drunken behavior at Jeremy Renner’s birth- 
day party.) And on March 6, there was more bad news: 
Her label, Sony Music, was sued over a sample used in 
the singer’s 2006 hit “Ain’t No Other Man.” 

Other than some flak for her questionable fashion 
choices (remember the “Dirrty” chaps?), Aguilera has, until 
recently, maintained a “squeaky clean” image, says 


| 
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talent manager Jeff Rabhan, 
who has worked with Kelis and 
Kelly Rowland. “She was one of 
those amazing stars who came 
up through the business and 
remained like a Teflon doll. But 
clearly she needs a little polish 
right now.” 

Like magic, though, just a day 
after the drinking mishap, a plan 
to rehabilitate Aguilera’s public 
image began to materialize: NBC confirmed 
that the blonde would sit on the judging/ 
coaching panel of its new singing competition 
series, The Voice (coming this spring), along- 
side Cee Lo Green and Maroon 5 frontman 
Adam Levine. (Country star Blake Shelton 
was later added to the panel.) “Christina was 
on our priority list from the very first minute 
we started thinking about this show,” says 
Voice producer Mark Burnett, “All the various 
press things [with her], it’s like we were sail- 
ing on a ship and a little breeze came and 
went and we didn’t even notice.” 

It’s certainly possible that The Voice will help 
humanize Aguilera in the same way Jdol has 
given a boost to Jennifer Lopez, whose new 
single, “On the Floor,” is her first hit since 2005. 
(Not everyone is convinced, however: Rabhan 
thinks the move “reeks of desperation.) 

No matter how The Voice pans out, it should

be noted that Aguilera’s claim 
to fame has always been her 
powerful vocals. “Artists like 
her make the best music from 
personal experience and hard 
times,” says Claude Kelly, a 
songwriter who contributed 
tracks to both Bionic and the 
Burlesque soundtrack and who 
says her last album bombed 
because Sony chose the wrong 
lead single (“Not Myself Tonight”). “All the 


media attention she’s getting, I guarantee it’s 


going to inspire her to release music that 
shows the world that it’s not over.” (Aguilera 
declined to comment for this story.) 

And when she does head back into the 
studio, some in the industry say we 


shouldn’t rule her out. “A lot of radio people 


learned their lesson with Mariah Carey,” 
says Michael Chase, music director for Star 


94 in Atlanta. “Everyone thought her career 


was done. If Christina can find her ‘We 


Belong Together? who knows what can hap- 


pen?” Adds Kelly: “We’ve spoken through 
e-mail a few times. The worst is behind 
her, and I think this is the beginning of her 
upswing.”

tablet. The iPad 2 adds 
an HD video camera and 
promises to be twice as 
fast as its predecessor, 
thanks to a dual-core 

A5 processor. (It’s also 
about a third slimmer 
than an iPhone 4—and 
will ship in both black 
and white.) More intrigu- 
ingly, the iPad 2 will be 
able to better utilize apps 
like GarageBand and 
iMovie, making it 


capable of content 
management, not just 
consumption. Best of all, 
it'll cost the same as the 
original iPad—from $499 
for the basic Wi-Fi-only 
version to $829 for the 
souped-up 64-gigabyte 
3G device. (The new iPad 
will also work on both 
AT&T and Verizon.) The 
tablet market is getting 
crowded, with recent 
Android-powered 


arrivals like the 
Samsung Galaxy Tab 
and the Motorola Xoom, 
but with 15 million iPads 
sold in 2010, Apple still 
dominates the field with 
an 80 percent-plus 
market share, according 
to a study by Strategy 
Analytics. In other 
words, when the iPad 2 
ships this weekend, 
expect to see big lines at 
your local Apple Store.

PROGRESS IN PRIME TIME 


Fall TV Gets Some 
Much-Needed Diversity 


TELEVISION HAS BECOME an ever-more- 
welcoming medium for white actresses seeking 
juicy parts, and now it seems that benefit may 
finally be extending to African-American 
actresses as well. The notoriously whitewashed 
broadcast networks have a whopping three 
pilots going starring—yes, starring—black 
women. Angela Bassett plays a special agent 
in charge of an elite police unit on ABC’s 
Identity; Taraji P. Henson portrays a detective 
on the CBS drama Person of Interest; and Kerry 
Washington takes on the role of a high- 
powered publicist on ABC’s Damage Control. 
Considering that the only black women to be 
found on the current prime-time network 
schedule are in large ensembles like Glee and 
Grey’s Anatomy, this could mean major 
progress, especially if all three actually air. 

Of course, such “progress” only brings TV 
more in line with basic reality. “’m a black 
woman, and I am the lead of my own television 
show in my head,” says Grey’s guru Shonda 
Rhimes, who created Damage Control based on 
the life of Judy Smith, who is African-American. 
“The world on TV should look like the world 
I see when I walk outside my door.” Person of 
Interest producer J.J. Abrams, also a longtime 
proponent of diversity in his shows, is heart- 
ened by next season’s lineup: “The good news 
here is that I’m hardly alone in thinking about 
these things,” he says. “Hopefully it’ll continue 
to the point where one day, none of this is 
even newsworthy anymore.” —Jennifer Armstrong,

What is the most important information | should know 

about ABILIFY? 

Serious side effects may happen when you take ABILIFY, 

including: 

Increased risk of death in elderly patients with 
dementia-related psychosis: 

Medicines like ABILIFY can raise the risk of death in elderly 

people who have lost touch with reality (psychosis) due to 

confusion and memory loss (dementia). ABILIFY is not 
approved for the treatment of patients with 
dementia-related psychosis. 

Risk of suicidal thoughts or actions: Antidepressant 
medicines, depression and other serious mental 
illnesses, and suicidal thoughts or actions: 
Antidepressant medicines may increase suicidal thoughts 
or actions in some children, teenagers, and young adults 
within the first few months of treatment. Depression and 
other serious mental illnesses are the most important 
causes of suicidal thoughts and actions. Some people may 
have a particularly high risk of having suicidal thoughts or 
actions including people who have (or have a family history 
Of) bipolar illness (also called manic-depressive illness) or 
suicidal thoughts or actions. 

How can | watch for and try to prevent suicidal 

thoughts and actions in myself or a family member? 

e Pay close attention to any changes, especially sudden 
changes, in mood, behaviors, thoughts, or feelings. This is 
very important when an antidepressant medicine is 
started or when the dose is changed. 

* Call the healthcare provider right away to report new or 
sudden changes in mood, behavior, thoughts, or feelings. 

© Keep all follow-up visits with the healthcare provider as 
scheduled. Call the healthcare provider between visits as 
needed, especially if you have concerns about symptoms. 

Call a healthcare provider right away if you or your family 

member has any of the following symptoms, especially if 

they are new, worse, or worry you: 

thoughts about suicide or dying, attempts to commit 
suicide, new or worse depression, new or worse anxiety, 
feeling very agitated or restless, panic attacks, trouble 
sleeping (insomnia), new or worse irritability, acting 
aggressive, being angry, or violent, acting on dangerous 
impulses, an extreme increase in activity and talking 
(mania), other unusual changes in behavior or mood.

What is ABILIFY (aripiprazole)? 

ABILIFY is a prescription medicine used to treat: 

* major depressive disorder in adults, as an add-on 
treatment to an antidepressant medicine when you do not 
get better with an antidepressant alone. 

The symptoms of major depressive disorder (MDD) 
include feeling of sadness and emptiness, loss of interest in 
activities that you once enjoyed and loss of energy, problems 
focusing and making decisions, feeling of worthlessness or 
guilt, changes in sleep or eating pattems, and thoughts of 
death or suicide. 


What should | tell my healthcare provider before taking 

ABILIFY? 

Before taking ABILIFY, tell your healthcare provider if you have 

or had: 

¢ diabetes or high blood sugar in you or your family; your 
healthcare provider should check your blood sugar before 
you start ABILIFY and also during therapy. 

® seizures (convulsions). 

* low or high blood pressure, 

© heart problems or stroke. 

® pregnancy or plans to become pregnant. It is not known if 
ABILIFY will harm your unborn baby. 

© breast-feeding or plans to breast-feed. It is not known if 
ABILIFY will pass into your breast milk. You and your 
healthcare provider should decide if you will take ABILIFY or 
breast-feed. You should not do both. 

* low white blood cell count. 

© phenylketonuria. ABILIFY DISCMELT Orally Disintegrating 
Tablets contain phenylalanine. 

© any other medical conditions. 

Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines that 

you take or recently have taken, including prescription 

medicines, non-prescription medicines, herbal supplements, 

and vitamins. 

ABILIFY and other medicines may affect each other causing 

possible serious side effects. ABILIFY may affect the way 

other medicines work, and other medicines may affect how 

ABILIFY works. 

Your healthcare provider can tell you if it is safe to take 

ABILIFY with your other medicines. Do not start or stop any 

medicines while taking ABILIFY without talking to your 

healthcare provider first. Know the medicines you take. Keep 

a list of your medicines to show your healthcare provider and 

pharmacist when you get a new medicine. 


How should | take ABILIFY? 

© Take ABILIFY exactly as your healthcare provider tells you to 
take it. Do not change the dose or stop taking ABILIFY 
yourself, 

© ABILIFY can be taken with or without food. 

¢ ABILIFY tablets should be swallowed whole. 

© If you miss a dose of ABILIFY, take the missed dose as 
soon as you remember. If it is almost time for the next 
dose, just skip the missed dose and take your next dose 
at the regular time. Do not take two doses of ABILIFY at the 
same time. 

© If you take too much ABILIFY, call your healthcare provider 
or poison control center at 1-800-222-1222 right away, or 
go to the nearest hospital emergency room. 


What should | avoid while taking ABILIFY? 

*Do not drive, operate heavy machinery, or do other 
dangerous activities until you know how ABILIFY affects 
you. ABILIFY may make you drowsy. 

© Do not drink alcohol while taking ABILIFY. 

* Avoid getting over-heated or dehydrated. 

* Do not over-exercise. 

© In hot weather, stay inside in a cool place if possible. 

* Stay out of the sun. Do not wear too much or heavy 
clothing. 

® Drink plenty of water. 


What are the possible side effects of ABILIFY 

(aripiprazole)? 

Serious side effects have been reported with ABILIFY 

including: 

© Neuroleptic malignant syndrome (NMS): Tell your 
healthcare provider right away if you have some or all of the 
following symptoms: high fever, stiff muscles, confusion, 
sweating, changes in pulse, heart rate, and blood pressure. 
These may be symptoms of a rare and serious condition 
that can lead to death. Call your healthcare provider right 
away if you have any of these symptoms.

OODBYE, CHARLIE: After a volatile week of outlandish 

demands, ugly name-calling, and all-around crazy talk, Charlie 

Sheen officially lost his job on TV’s most watched comedy, Two 
and a Half Men. Though the studio that produces the eight-year-old 
series for CBS kept its official comments brief (“After careful consider- 
ation, Warner Bros. Television has terminated Charlie Sheen's services 
on Two and a Half Men effective immediately”), the decision spoke vol- 
umes. It’s obvious that Warner Bros. (which, like EW, is owned by Time 
Warner) has finally grown tired of the actor’s promises to seek help for 
drug addiction while leaving the show and the livelihood of its employees 
in limbo. In keeping with the same unhinged tone he’s exhibited in recent 
interviews, Sheen (who was making $1.2 million an episode) immediately 
issued a statement to TMZ alleging that the studio is “in breach, like so 
many whales.” As for his firing, he went on to say, “This is very good news.... 


It is a big day of gladness...because now I can take all of their bazillions, 
and...never have to put on those silly shirts for as long as this warlock 
exists.” The studio already has a deal in place to deliver a ninth season 
of Men to CBS, but has yet to decide whether it will continue without 
Sheen, who inspired the role of Charlie Harper when creator Chuck Lorre 
penned the pilot in 2003. Since CBS has to announce its fall lineup to 
advertisers in May, a decision is expected within the next two months. —LR

Katie Holmes sues tabloid: 
Does she have a case? 


Katie Holmes’ tabloid battle is moving out of the supermarket checkout lane and 
into the courtroom. On March 1, Holmes, 32, filed a lawsuit against the owners 
of Star magazine, claiming their Jan. 31 cover story—billed as “Katie’s DRUG 
SHOCKER!"—was libelous. Despite the sensational headline, the text of the 
article was far more benign, focusing on the actress’ use of the Church of Scien- 
tology’s E-Meter, a device that can supposedly produce endorphins, rather than 
anything pharmacological. But that distinction may not get them off the hook. 
“It would be clear to the average reader that the accusations were that she is 
suffering some form of drug abuse or drug addiction,” says famed trial lawyer 
L. Lin Wood, who has gone to court against Star in the past. “If that’s false, as 
she alleges in her complaint, then | think the case is actionable and has merit.” 
However, Wood goes on to say, the likelihood that Holmes would take home the 
full amount of compensation she is seeking—$50 million—is not high. “I’m not 
sure that decisions are made in Hollywood about hiring actors based on allega- 
tions in the tabloids,” he says. “So I'm not sure she'll be able to demonstrate that 
much of an economic loss.” Though, between reputational and punitive dam- 
ages, Wood believes she could reap “a significant seven-figure award” were she 
to win. A lawyer for Star tells EW they were “surprised” that Holmes filed the 


lawsuit and they believe the suit is “without merit.” —Keith Staskiewicz

t’s safe to say Daniel Radcliffe has never bal- 
anced onascaffold30 stories above Manhattan 
washing windows. Nor has he scammed his 
way from a company mailroom to the board- 
room by pretending to love college football. 
But that doesn’t mean he’s not the perfect 
choice to play J. Pierrepont Finch, the ulti- 
mate corporate-ladder climber at the center 
of the musical revival How to Succeed in 
Business Without Really Trying, opening on 
Broadway March 27. “The character and the 
actor are not too far from each other,” says 
How to Succeed’s Tony-winning choreographer and 
director, Rob Ashford. “Danas an artist anda worker is 
as ferocious as he is diligent.

And leap he does. The show— 
Radcliffe’s musical debut and his first 
role since wrapping the Harry Potter 
movie franchise—requires him to 
jump, pirouette, stand on his hands, 
and even flip, while singing eight songs 
with an American accent. (The 21-year- 
old star spent the past year taking 
17 hours of voice and dance lessons per 
week to prepare.) “It’s fantastic as an 
actor to be able to do an all-out musical 
comedy with singing and dancing ona 
nightly basis,” says Radcliffe. “And to 
go out and really enjoy the laughs from 
the audience is very, very exciting.” 

Though Radcliffe had earned strong 
reviews for his Broadway debut in the 


2008 revival of Equus, in which he 
shed all his clothes as a damaged 
teen obsessed with horses, How to 
Succeed presents an entirely different 
set of challenges. “I could tell Dan 
was a natural when I saw him in 
Equus,” says Ashford. “He ended up 
being able to dance so much better 
than I dreamed. I never had to change 
anything because he couldn’t do it, 
which is rare.” 

Still, Radcliffe has some pretty big 
tassel loafers to fill. Broadway’s two 
previous Finches, Mad Men’s Robert 
Morse in the original 1961 How to 
Succeed and Matthew Broderick in 
the 1995 revival, both snagged Tony

awards for best actor in a musical. 
“The pressure is merely to be as good 
as you can,” says Emmy winner John 
Larroquette, who’s making his Broad- 
way debut playing Finch’s philandering 
boss. “Dan’s particular pressure, con- 
sidering his success, is that all his fans 
will come see him. But they would 
probably come to see him cook eggs.” m

The director has a gift for turning life during wartime 
into riveting morality plays. This year, he’ll release 
War Horse, the story of two innocents in n WWI, 
one a horse and the other a boy. BY ANTHONY BREZNICAN 
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TEVEN SPIELBERG has told many stories 
about the tragedy and sacrifice of war, as 

well as tales of boyhood and the friendships 

that endure. With War Horse, the filmmaker 
will merge the two. The movie, which is due to 
hit theaters Dec. 28, opens in England with World 
War I looming. A workhorse named Joey is sold 
as a cavalry mount, devastating a British farm 
boy named Albert, who has kept and cared for 
him. Before long, Albert has marched off to battle 
himself, though he’s not driven by dreams of glory. 
As Kathleen Kennedy, Spielberg’s longtime pro- 
ducer, puts it: “The boy goes into the war to find 
his horse.” Albert (played by newcomer Jeremy 
Irvine) and Joey experience the war separately, 
but they get swept up in parallel stories of heroism, 
savagery, and desolation—and they both long to 
return to a peaceful life together. 
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Spielberg’s best films juxtapose a 
Norman Rockwell idealism with glimpses 
into the worst in human nature, so if 
tradition holds, War Horse could wind up 
another critical and box office power- 
house. Based on a 1982 young-adult 
novel by Michael Morpurgo (which also 
inspired a hit London stage show that 
starts previews on Broadway March 15), 
War Horse is a coming-of-age tale set 
during a time when a lot of boys grew 
up very, very fast. Kennedy brought the 
project to Spielberg’s attention after 
watching the London production, 
which uses life-size cane-and-leather 
horses operated by three human per- 
formers. Spielberg bought the rights to 
the novel before even flying to London 
to see the show, but when he did make 
it to the theater he found the play stun- 
ning: “I was just a wreck. The second 
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Joey made that tremendous transfor- 
mation on stage from colt to [adult- 
hood], that was it for me. I didn’t have 
a dry eye for the rest of the show.” 
While Albert figures prominently in 
the film, the main narrative concerns 
Joey’s odyssey and the different figures 
he meets over the course of the war: a 
noble British army captain (Tom Hid- 
dleston), a shell-shocked German officer 
(David Kross) trying to escape the fight- 
ing, and a young French girl (Celine 


Buckens) and her grandfather (Niels 
Arestrup) caught in the crossfire. “Joey 
goes from the British side to the German 
side and back again,” Spielberg says. 
The director is now editing the film, 
which began shooting last August in 
England. He’s aiming for a PG-13 rating, 
apparently striving for the balance the 
Coen brothers achieved in True Grit, 
also featuring a young protagonist 
forced to confront hardships and death. 
“Some of our most enduring family

movies present the idea of loss, sacrifice, 
and sorrow head-on,” says Stacey Snider, 
Spielberg’s partner at DreamWorks 
Studios, which is producing the movie. 
(Disney will distribute.) 

A veteran of World War II projects as 
both director (Saving Private Ryan) and 
producer (Band of Brothers), Spielberg 
found himself drawn to the story of an 
innocent creature in an earlier conflict. 
“The First World War was a turning point 
between the kind of equine labor that 
had helped armies for centuries and the 
mechanical age, which supplanted the 
horse with war machinery,” says Spiel- 
berg. “This was the last great hurrah for 
the horse in mechanized warfare.” They 
never had a chance, and like that war’s 
human casualties, they never even under- 
stood what they were fighting for. m

SOMETIME MOVIE STAR 
JASON PATRIC IS BACK 
ON BROADWAY, IN A PLAY 
BY HIS LATE FATHER.

THAT CHAMPIONSHIP SEASON; JOAN MARCUS 


ON A BRISK AFTERNOON, Jason Patric 
stands at the threshold of a Manhattan café, 
politely holding the door for some fur-coat- 
clad ladies. He stands patiently as more 
patrons stream in. They don’t seem to recog- 
nize the 44-year-old actor, but that’s probably 
how Patric prefers it: His quarter century in 
Hollywood is perhaps best defined by what 
he didn’t become, after breakout roles in 
movies like 1987’s The Lost Boys and 1990’s 
After Dark, My Sweet—a major star. Instead, 
Patric chose to refuse many studio offers 
and pursue smaller films (Narc, Your Friends 
& Neighbors). The actor, whose chiseled 
jaw and intense blue eyes are unchanged 
since his heartthrob days, grins when he 
hears his career described as unconventional. 
“That’s in the kindest sense,” he says. “The 
truth is, I never strove for a career. There 
was a career plotted out for me, it was this 
big golden-ring opportunity, and I didn’t take 
it. | went on a different path.” 

That path has now led him to Broadway, 
where he’s starring in That Championship 
Season, the 1973 Pulitzer-winning play about 
men, friendship, sports, politics, disillusion- 
ment, and regret. It’s also about fathers and 
sons, which is true off stage as well: The play 
was written by Patric’s late father, Jason 
Miller, at age 32; he then earned an Oscar 
nomination as the priest in The Exorcist. In 
an eerie echo of his play’s themes, Miller 
failed to recapture his early success before 
his death in 2001. Patric had a complicated 
relationship with Miller—who divorced his 
mother, Linda, in 1973—and he never tried 
to trade on his famous lineage (Jackie Glea- 
son was his maternal grandfather). He even 
dropped his surname in favor of his middle 
name, Patric. “I never liked nepotism,” he 
says. “T’ve never talked about my father until 
this, and the only reason I’m doing it now is 
that it’s a valid question.” As the executor of 
his dad’s estate, Patric was instrumental in 
mounting the new production—which he 
did reluctantly. “I didn’t want my associa- 
tions to color this,” says Patric, who costars 
with Kiefer Sutherland, Chris Noth, Brian 
Cox, and Jim Gaffigan. Though he keeps 
Miller’s ashes in an urn on stage, Patric is 
quick to assert, “I didn’t want to make this 


‘Jason’s coming to grips with his father’— 
that’s not fair to the other guys.” 

Early on, Patric earned a rep as a talented 
actor who could be both outspoken and picky 
in selecting projects. He speaks with blunt 
candor about his work. On 1997’s Speed 2: 
Cruise Control: “The only real, true disaster. 
I felt like an indentured servant.” On his 
last Broadway turn, in the notoriously trou- 
bled 2003 revival of Cat on a Hot Tin Roof: “I 
was working with Ashley Judd, and she is a 
nightmare. She’s lazy, selfish, arrogant.” 
(Judd’s rep had no comment.) On future film 
roles: “I’m not making movies underneath 
what I deserve. I’m not showing up to play 
some third banana.” 

Still, there are signs Patric has mellowed. 
He’s no longer irked by his enduring link to 
The Lost Boys, which used to “annoy” him 
even though the movie launched his career 
and Sutherland's. “If you want to talk about 
the circular nature of life,” says Patric, “I 
wouldn’t have had Kiefer in this moment 
[without it], so I’m happy for it.” In 1991, the two 
became prongs in a messy, well-publicized 
love triangle involving Julia Roberts; Patric 
says they didn’t speak for two decades until 
last year, when Sutherland reached out to ask 
his advice on what he should do post-24. 
“He's a dear person,” says Patric, “and the 
hardest worker I’ve ever seen.” 

That Championship Season is, Patric 
insists, the best acting experience he’s had to 
date. It’s also a chance for him to grapple with 
his father’s legacy. “I don’t think it’s closure, 
because that would be too simple,” he says. 
“Tm trying to get on the same spiritual wave- 
length as that 32-year-old who, at that 
moment, was genius.” He pauses. “Yeah, it’s 
more of an opening.” m

As Jane, the willful orphan who becomes 
a docile governess, Wasikowska has pale 
skin, a lovely collarbone, and a rock-steady 
gaze, with serious eyes that seem to look 
right into the soul of whomever she’s talking 
to. This actress doesn’t just send out vibes 
of awareness—she’s gorgeously grave. She 
makes Jane’s passive, shrinking-violet 
moments percolate with hidden life. Wearing 
a series of gray dresses that resemble aprons, 
and with her tawny hair in an intricate bun, 
Wasikowska’s Jane is a girl who knows her 
place, yet her discerning goodness and 
moral independence make her stand out. It’s 
enough to get her booted from the mansion 
of her aunt, played with glittering snootiness 
by Sally Hawkins. Jane eventually lands at 
Thornfield Hall, where she looks after the 
French ward of the troubled, majestically 
brooding Mr. Rochester, who stares at his 
young charge and sees the ray of sunlight 
that can heal him. 

As Rochester, Michael Fassbender, the 
forceful Irish actor from Inglourious Basterds 
and Hunger, looks startlingly like Daniel 
Day-Lewis, but from the moment he shows 
up in wispy muttonchop sideburns, a 
Byronic hero in secret agony over...we’re not 
quite sure what, Fassbender lacks the 
special smolder that Day-Lewis might have 
brought to the role. He’s a less primal, more 
gentlemanly Rochester than Bronté created. 
And that works, up to a point. Fassbender 
makes Rochester very sympathetic, and 
when he reaches out to Jane, his amorous 
overtures are touching. Yet I never felt her 
swoon in return. Their communion is 
sweet but rather bloodless. Maybe that’s 
because Jane Eyre, as directed by Cary Joji 
Fukunaga (Sin Nombre), has a few token 
thunderstorm-on-the-moors scenes but 
lacks a grand, mythological design. The 
movie is choppy and prosaic. 

The script, by Moira Buffini, whittles down 
the novel, preserving the key incidents—a 
raging midnight fire, an unwelcome proposal 
from Jane’s second, pious benefactor (Jamie 
Bell)—that shape our heroine. Yet the more 
the events pile up, the more we feel that 
we're watching the story of two lost souls 
whose love is stymied by pesky Victorian 
rules. The film never conveys that some- 
thing larger is at work—like, say, the hand of 
fate. And without that, there’s more busy- 
ness than beauty to Bronté. B=

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Mars Needs Moms

Does invoking the mighty name of Avatar 
to describe the pleasures of Mars Needs 
Moms sound presumptuous? Hear me out: 
Avatar is a great, myth-minded adventure 
about a human guy able to project himself 
into the beatifically peaceful world of the 
Na’vi from Pandora. Despite an earthbound 
script, the movie, with its computer-generated 
imagery and 3-D effects, is visually magnifi- 
cent, proudly so. Also long. 

Ina parallel universe, Mars Needs Moms is 
a great, jaunty adventure about an unruly kid 
named Milo (Seth Green, the right guy for the 
job) who had no plans to go to Mars but finds 
himself there anyway. He’s been inadvertently 
scooped up by the same alien kidnappers 
who made off with his mother (Joan Cusack, 
custom-fit) to plunder her maternal DNA for 
child-rearing tips. (Martian surveillance has 
verified that Milo’s mom is good at nagging 
her boy to take out the trash.) Enhanced by 
nimble ad-libbing from the comedy-trained 
cast, the screenplay is delightful, by turns 
funny and emotional, as befits a Disney family 
fable in which, through wacky adversity, Mom 
and kid reaffirm their love for each other 


while Dad is nowhere in sight. (He’s not dead, 
just away on business.) And with its splendid 
use of computer-generated motion-capture 
animation and 3-D effects, the movie is also 
visually magnificent—modestly so. Plus, it’s 
half the length of Avatar. 

I don’t know why performance-capture 
moviemaking—the kind pioneered in The 
Polar Express and A Christmas Carol by 
Robert Zemeckis, who also produced Mars 
Needs Moms—hasn’t received more applause. 
Thanks to its unique ability to blend both 
animate and inanimate subjects in one magi- 
cal landscape, it may be the technology- 
based artistic medium best suited to 3-D 
projects. Certainly it’s the right way to go 
when visiting the Mars of this cool story, a 
wittily conceived planet of curvy female 
soldiers and sidelined males, ruled by a 
splendidly screechy old crone called the 
Supervisor. (She’s voiced by Austin Powers’ 
excellent Frau Farbissina herself, Mindy 
Sterling.) Milo, by the way, would be dead on 
the Red Planet without the help of a fellow 
human who calls himself Gribble (slam-dunk 
excitability from Dan Fogler). Another dude 
whose mom was picked up for Martian study 
years ago, Gribble is a chatterbox, a slob with 
a big heart, and a resourceful geek who lends 
Milo a weight belt so the boy doesn’t waft 
away in zero gravity. Personally, I cared more 
about him than I did about Jake Sully in 
Avatar. But who says you have to choose?

HE UNIVERSE OF The Office contains certain 
immutable factors. Among them, Jim and Pam 
(John Krasinski and Jenna Fischer) will always 
be the sane ones who wink at us conspiratorially; 
Dwight (Rainn Wilson) will always be a 
shameless toady with a dictatorial streak; Creed 
Bratton’s Creed (perhaps my favorite character) 
will always be creepy in a surprising way. 

But one major Office element is undergoing change: 


Michael Scott (Steve Carell) has turned into a restless, 
reflective man. The former well-meaning buffoon is now 
not only in love (that’s happened before) but has seen 
his love reciprocated (that’s new, thanks to Amy Ryan’s 
Holly). In the midst of a cratering economy, Michael 
has survived the Dunder Mifflin takeover by Sabre CEO 
Jo Bennett (Kathy Bates), no small victory for a guy

overseeing a paper company at a time when 
paper is going the way of typewriters in 
the age of the laptop and the iPad. Michael 
has, in the process, become more complex, 
his funniness rooted in a fresh reality. 

Of course, the real reality is that this is 
Steve Carell’s final season on The Office, a 
show that’s now seven seasons old. It’s difficult 
to watch the series without seeing the siteom 
through this prism, wondering how Michael 
will be leveraged out of The Office while the 
producers try to sustain the humor after his 
exit. (And to think that the original, Ricky 
Gervais-led British Office existed for all of 14 
episodes, at the wish of its creators—they 
never had this challenge!) 

Our focus on the Great Scott Transition 


of Power is all the more intent 
because The Office has been 
having its most uneven season 
ever. Certain episodes have been 
decidedly rocky and nearly 
un-Office-like, such as the Feb. 17 
half hour that presented an 
action movie Michael had sup- 
posedly been making for years. 
It was intended to be so-bad-it’s- 
funny; it turned out more like 
so-bad-it’s-almost-unfunny. 

When a show’s been on for 
seven seasons, there’s a neces- 
sary degree of experimentation 
that needs to be done to continue 
growing, and The Office has 
earned the right to take stylis- 
tic chances. Some recent 
episodes have almost felt like tryouts for 
an in-office Michael replacement, with, 
for example, Jim taking more of a leader- 
ship role, and Ed Helms’ Andy evolving 
into a dopey but sensitive guy who’s also got 
the brains and ambition to run this mini- 
madhouse. (See my picks for Michael’s 
replacement to the right.) 

Whatever happens when Carell leaves, The 
Office will remain the centerpiece of NBC’s 
Thursday-night comedy lineup; it’s currently 
the network’s highest-rated half hour. And 
with good reason: As workplace comedies go, 
The Office can already take its place among 
classics of the genre, such as The Mary Tyler 
Moore Show and Cheers. But can it keep it up?

HE BONDS of family. The 
ecstasy of romance. The 
exhilaration of intellectual 
inquiry. And a secret gov- 
ernment agency working to protect 
you from all kinds of crazy, weird 
stuff. If I told you there was a TV 
series featuring all of that, plus great 
acting and superb action sequences, 
wouldn’t you want to watch? 

Sure you would. And people who 
are watching Fringe now know it’s 
doing something rare, with characters 
anyone can identify with, innovative 
scripts, crackling dialogue, and a posi- 
tive message (boiled down: All you 
need is love). It’s the kind of show that, 
every time you finish the latest install- 
ment, makes you want to see its next 
episode vight now. 

But if you’re not enjoying Fringe— 
and in case you haven't figured it 
out yet, this is a passionate please- 
save-Fringe plea to you and to the 
dear, intelligent, how-much-flattery- 
do-you-need folks at Fox—here’s 
what I suggest: Forget everything 
you’ve heard about Fringe. Banish the 
notion that you'll be confused by the 
serialized nature of its storytelling, 
that it’s too deep into its mythology 
for you to catch up. It’s not. 

Because like the best TV, Fringe 
works on a number of levels, 
and on one level, it’s highly 
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entertaining, accessible stuff. 
All you really need to know 
about Anna Torv’s Olivia 
Dunham and Joshua Jackson’s 
Peter Bishop is that they’re 
brave investigators for the FBI’s 
Fringe Division, seeking to solve 
the mysteries of our world, 
which may be in jeopardy from 
another, alternate version 
of our world. And by the way, 
Peter and Olivia are in love ina 
manner that’s so glowing with 
passion yet so challenged by 
emotional roadblocks thrown 
in their way, they make Romeo 
and Juliet look like Phil and 
Claire Dunphy.

I’m not going to guilt-trip you 
and say that if you don’t watch Fringe, 
you’re helping create an atmo- 
sphere in which daring new shows 
won't make it onto future network 
schedules.

Fans of Carlin’s brutally incisive monologues may 
be surprised by the ooey-gooey nature of the book, which 
features notes like “Bein’ without you is like having 
no air, sunlight, scenery, stars, clouds, birds, flowers or 
trees.” To be fair, he does start that note with “Hey 
Goofy—Where the f--- are you?” 

Unfortunately, Wade pulls these scraps together with

Come to the Edge 
§ (out March 29) 
perfectly captures 
what it feels like 
to be young and 
in love—the giddi- 
ness, the lunacy,

And if 
Christina Haag had written a book 
about a romance with someone 
we'd never heard of, it’d be one 
thing. But when the man in question 
is John F. Kennedy Jr., it becomes 
a different kind of memoir. 

Haag and Kennedy met as teen- 
agers, part of the same elite prep 
school crowd that considered 1970s 
New York a private playground 
(turns out the city’s a lot safer when

you're trailed by the Secret Service), 
and both attended Brown. Their 
courtship evolved over the years, flir- 
tation mixing with friendship before 
they dated seriously and Haag was 
brought into the family’s inner cir- 
cle—and seemed on the path to mar- 
rying American royalty. But their 
romance faltered and finally ended 
in 1990 after numerous separations. 
The fact that Haag is a beautiful 
writer, and the book full of wonder- 
fully vivid descriptions, somehow 
makes this glimpse into the lives 
of the most fiercely private family 
feel all the more invasive. While it’s 
certainly fascinating to learn about 
how Jackie Onassis treated her 
son’s girlfriend, or read about John’s 
jealousy, fearlessness, and grand 
romantic gestures, one can’t help 
wondering why Haag was moved 
to reveal these secrets now. The 
Kennedy family has been so exploited 
for so long, and by so many 
people, that it’s hard to separate 
Haag from them. And that’s the 
problem: Despite her elegant, even 
elegiac prose, her book smacks 
of cheap sensationalism. B
